“It's my belief that with half the 
troops we could be twice as effec- 
Live,” Mr, Mansfield said, complain- 
ing that the current force in ‘West 
Burope — principaily ia West Ger- 
many — has too many generals, too 
many colonels, too many neadquar- 
ters —- and costs tog much money. 


Mr. Mansfield’s move poses a 
major challenge to President Nixon's 
Administration, The position of the 
President and of his foreign policy 
and defence advisers is that there 
should be no dilution of U.S, mill- 
tary support to Nato unless there 
Is a reciprocal action from ‘the 
Soviet Untoa, 

Mr. Mansfield's amendment would 
not have had the force of law. 
Tt wouki simply have reflected the 
sentiment of the Senate on the 
troop strength issue. But this 
amendment, if approved by the 
Senate, would become a part of

BRUSSELS (UPI). — Britain yes- 
terday cleared some minor hurdles 
te joining the European Common 
Market, but the key issues remained 
unresolved. 

“What we got was tea and sym- 
pathy," Geoffrey Rippon, Britain's 
chief membership negotiator, said 
after two hours of talks with minis- 
ters of the six Market nations. 

The negotiators, Mr. Rippon said, 
made “visible and manifest prog- 
ress" but, he added, “There is still 
a lot left to be done.” The talks 
are continuing. 

Britain is seeking membership of 
the six-nation trading bloc — com- 
posed of West Germany, France, 
Italy, Belgium, Holland and Luxem- 
bourg — for the third time in a de- 
cade. Britain’s two previous δῖ- 
tempts were vetoed by France. 
France atill holds the key to Bri- 
tish entry to the Common Market. 
Concessions made on Monday by 
France, which has been holding out 
for the stiffest membership terms, 
allowed the Six to present to Bri- 
tain yesterday proposals for safe- 
guarding trade with Britain's Com- 
monwealth Caribbean -sugar-produ- 
cing partners. 

Not far enough 

Mr, Rippon, however, told the Six 
that their proposals did not go far 
enough. “I cannot be satisfied with 
anything leas than bankable assu- 
rances for these poor developing na- 
tions,” he said. 

Britain was still awaiting propo- 
sais from the Six on another key 
issue of the negotiations — how 
much Britain must contribute to the 
community budget if she joins.

Ts week this column goes some- 
what off beat — to Haiti, 
ἃ land without Jews and to the 
world of the London cabbie. The 
death of “Papa Doc" has brought 
Haiti into the news lately. It forms 
the subject of a recent article by 
Herbert Gold in ‘Commentary” 
{published by the American Jewish 
Committee). Assigned to the Univer- 
sity of Haiti, hefound no congregation 
and no Jewish cemetery in this Carib- 
bean isle — although he discovered 
some visiting American Jews and two 
Israelis, There waS πὸ community, 
however. Gold writes that, altnough 
he had lived ali his life without con- 
nections with a Jewish community, 
he found himself drawn to look for 
traces of Jews in Haiti And he 
@scovered that even in this remote 
corner, with “its Christianity smud- 
ged over with voodoo,” there remain- 
ed an imagination of Jews. And for 
Goid it proved a search for his own 
Jewish identity. He found that other 
Jews bad come there out of hope, 
desperation — and in one case, out 
of curiosity. 

Before discovering traces of Jewry, 
he found the anti-Semites—refugees 
from their crimes — ἃ Gestapo of- 
ficer, a Vichy colonel. Then he met 
8. black accountant who confided 
that he despised Haiti, the peasan- 
try and the Jews. His name, it turn- 
ed out, was Cohen. When told that 
this was a Jewish name, he was in- 
dignant ...it was his grandfather's 
name in Jamaica. Gold explained 
that Cohen was a Jewish pricst. This 
proved ridicutous for the Haitian, 
whose reaction was “Priests don’t 
have children” ... and that was 
that. 


Tailor’s shalom 


There were others uke nim, Guod’ 
Catholics with names like Golden- 
berg or Weiner, or Séphardi names. 
But when Gold suggested to them 
the possibility of Jewish ancestry, 
he only evoked embarrassment or 
giggles. Then in a tiny town he 
came across a Jewish tailor... 
called Schneider! He worked on a 
hand-treadied machine in a dusty 
street and was one of two or three 
white people in the sleepy town. 
They looked for 2 common language, 
and the tailor poured out a flood of 
Yiddish ... which Gold could not 
speak: and they settled on French. 
Probing into his past, Gold disco- 
vered that Schneider was of Russian 
origin and claimed that he went to 
Halti because he wanted to learn 
French and Creole. Why in this 
dead end? He had gone first to the

U.S. but he had an Infected eye and 
they wouldn't let him past Ellitg Is- 
land. “So instead of Killing myself, 
I came to Haiti." Where it really 
made no difference if you lived In a 
town a little bigger or a Httle 
smalter, He had several black wives 
and many brown children, When 
Gold left, Mr. Schneider produced 
8 word he nadn't used in years... 
“Shalom.” i 

Then he met an old Russian Jew 
called Lazaroff, living with his Hal- 
tian wife and his library on a moun- 
tain. And there was a Frenchman 
called Calmann who had fled Hitler 
and felt that if anywhere waa safe 
for a Jew, it was Haiti, “These 
filght-obsessed men . limited their 
gains to nothing but survival.” Then 
he met the Israel fishery expert 
Shimon Tal, who wag there to ad- 
vise on fisheries and who was happy 
to talk about Israel. And there was 
a tometo farmer called Schwartz, 
who claimed to be an Israeli but 
knew no Hebrew. He got into trouble 
with the police, spent a few unple- 
sant days in jail — and moved on, 
to somewhere else. Then Gold took 
Tal to meet the remote Jewish tai- 
lor ... only to find that he had died 
in the meanwhile. They arrived to 
witness a ceremony for the repose 
of his soul. Three drummers urged 
the congregation into a whole new 
Series of voodoo possessions by the 
new gdd — Ibo-Juif. The celebrants 
drank the blood of a bull recently 
slaugatered in honour of the tailor 
from the Ukraine, Gold saw Tal's 
Ups moving and is convinced he was 
saying Kaddish ... 

As he was leaving Haiti, he got 
into conversation with the customs 
Officer, and as Tal was present, the 
conversation got round to Israel and 
the Jews. The customs officer ex- 
claimed proudly, “The Republic of 
Haiti voted for Israel at the U.N, 
though it is said that certain 
Zionist agents purchased the vote.” 
But he went on happily, "One of our 
first visitors was a Jew ... Christo- 
pher Columbus ... He brought sy- 
philis to the island and destroyed 
the Carib Indians." Then he added, 
“Personally, I happen to be deacend- 
ed straight from an Abyssinian 
prince and we go back through She- 
ba to the King of the Jews.”

but one occupation that attracts 
Jews is taxi-driving. In New York, 
ove is constantly aware of the Je- 
wish driver. The last time I was 
there, 1 gave the driver an address 
to which his immediate reaction was 
“Oh — you're golng to the Jewish 
Theological Seminary. I heard Rab- 
bj Finkelstein speak a few years 
ago. He's a fine maz.” Before we 
finished the journey, I'd learnt about 
his nephew who was teaching in 
Yeshiva University and his relations 
in Israel. 

The loquacity and volubility “1 the 
New York cabby soon reveal his 
origin. In Montreal, you also get to 
know the Jewish cabble; — not a 
few of whom are ex-Israeiis. Less 
expected is the fact that there ere 
4,500 Jewish taxi-drivers in London. 
In general the London cabby is more 
taciturn than his American confrere, 
and the Cockney Jew anyway is not 
always easy to distinguish from the 
cockney non-Jew. But ons gets sur- 
prises there. 

I once hatled a London cabby. 
‘Sullenly he informed me, “I'm en- 
gaged." Irresistibiy I reacted, “Oh, 
mazzeltov.” A quick smile came 
with his retort “‘Oif dir gesogt.” 

The “Jewish Chronicle" has just 
published an article on the London 
Jewish cabby (written by Carole 
Fleld). Half of ali the drivers who 
own thelr own cabs In London are 
Jews. They form ἃ tightly-knit 
social group, and the socia} life of 
a Jewish tax! driver is largely 
spent with families of other Jewish 
taxi drivers. One of them put it 
this way: “It's a nice job for a 
Jewish boy. The biggest advantage 
ls the freedom you have. You've 
got to use your ingenuity which 
has always been a Jewish charact- 
eristle and you're out in the big 
wide world away from the ghetto. 
If you don’t feel well, you can 
take the day off and take the mis- 
sus.down to Brighton. And then 
you never know who your next 
fare will be. It could be the bloke 
from the Ridley Road Market and 
it could be Princess Margaret." 

This particular speaker was the 
son of a bus driver, His father-in- 
law was a cab driver, who had in- 
terested him in the occupation. He 
claims that in the Jewish com- 


munity, he’s an object of ervy, and 
that fathers say proudly, “My 
daughter's going out with a taxi 
driver who owns his own cab.” 
There's a Jewish famiiy frm cal- 
led Levy's, which is a fifth-gen- 
eration cab firm and employs 350 
Grivers for its 200 cabs. It even 
runs its own drivers’ school, train- 
ing 80 at a time. One of the chan- 
ges In recent time is that there 
are now boys in thelr early 20s 
owning their cabs, whereas previ- 
ously this was the climax of 4 long 
career, Some of the Jewlsh drivers 
have left traditional Jewish occu- 
Pations, such as tailoring and 
cabinetmaking to go into driving.

John Green, the noted American conductor of 
popular music, is appearing here this week-end 
with the [.P.0. Sraya Shapiro interviews him. 


THEY TAKE NO 
CHANCES IN 
HOLLY WOOD 


i took one year and a volume 

of correspondence to arrange 
conductor John Green's stint with 
the Israel Philharmonic Orchestra 
(IPO). Mr. Green, holder of five 
“Oscars” for his contributin to fm 
music, is a most meticulous per- 
son, and his contract foresaw prac- 
tically everything a conductor may 
wish, including the arrangement of 
the players on the stage and the 
use of a score he had reviewed 
and annotated himself. 

Althdugh he had not rested after 
a non-stop flight from California to 
Lod, he spent the first evening 
at the IPO's Artists’ House going 
through the scores which had pre- 
ceded him by post. “I have learned 
in Hollywood that nothing. must be 
left to chance. Stoppiness in plan- 
ning often results in costly mis- 
takes -—- and the industry does not 
lke to pay for mistakes," Mr. 
Green told The Jerusalem Post 

in Tel Aviv. : 

Hf the depression of 1929 had not 
happened, Mr. Green might have 
been a banker today. This is what 
his father, a successful banker, 
wanted him to be. After graduating 
in economics from Harvard, the duti- 
ful son worked for six months in 
a bank. Then the depression came. 
The security of banking was shat- 
tered. John Green took the oppor- 
tunity to start a career in the 
notoriously iasecure world of art, 
which proved, however, as firm as 
banking for him, 

Although he has made his name 
as conductor and composer mainly 
in film music, Mr. Green believes

Mr. Green 
introduced the music of Cole Porter, 
George Gershwin, Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein, Jerome Kern ‘and ‘Leo 
nard Bernstein to the American 
public. He feels “popular music” will 
eventually influence great compos- 
ers, as folklore music influenced the 
great Europeans, 

It is Mr. Green's first visit to Is- 
rael, As “a Jew of 5000 years,” he 
admits he should have been attract- 
ed to Israel before. “But an artist's 
life is regulated by professional 
engagements rather than by private 
desires." He knows practically no- 
thing about Israeli music, serious or 
popular, and has not even heard 
“Jerusalem the Golden." But during 
his brief stay here, he expects to 
meet as many composers as pos- 
sible.

ENTERTAINING 
FILM TRIBUTE 
TO JERUSALEM 


TH popular Israeli singer and 
actor Yehoram Gawn is a Jeru- 
salemite, and his latest film “I was 
Born in Jerusalem” ‘Ron, Jerusalem 
and Ben Yehuda, Tel Aviv) is his 
particular, personal paean of praise 
to the city of his birth. 

‘The grave,-weighty and mysterious 
city is presented without shadows, a 
Jerusalem of pale golds with no hint 
of any menace lurking in its dark 
corners. In spite of the fact that the 
religious elements and aspects are 
emphasised, the spirit of the film. 
which Gaon has described as a “mu- 
sical documentary” is light and care- 
free and Dov Zeltzer's easy, tuneful 
musi¢ well suits this overall mood. 

The claim made by the picture's 
publicity that “all human history — 
political and- us — Is unco- 
vered in 2 warm, entertaining and 
exciting form, suspenseful and sur- 
P ~ can, of course, be dismis- 
sed as--public relations men’s ver- 
biage, but I found it a delightful 
and enjoyable fin. 

For this success great credit must 
go to Adam Grinberg for his excel- 
lent photography. There are some 
wonderful views and scenes, some 
familiar and some unexpected, and 
ithe extraordinary pearly light, so 
characteristic of Jerusalem, has been 
remarkably well caught. There is a 
scene inside the Coptic church whose 
glowing colours I can’t forget, nor 
can one fail to remember the sight 
of the tots in a heder, for a lovelier 
collection of bright-eyed children one 
could not see anywhere. As for the 
much-discussed scene in a mikre 
with the golden-hairei convert in 
her white shift confronted by three 
black-garbed rabbis, I found nothing 
distasteful about it. 

Yehoram Gaon talks about Jeru- 
salem’s history, Introduces a few of 
its personalities and points out some 
of its oddities to his girl-friend 
(self-consciously smiling Rachel Zim- 
merman, a pretty newcomer to the 
screen, who, if she has any acting 
ability, is not called upon to show 
it} as he shows her round the city. 
Be also sings a number of songs 
in his pleasant voice (lyrics by Haim 
Hefer}. A minor quibble: his ever- 
lasting grin does become a bit tire- 
some. All in all, a film that is worth 
a visit.

The acting is still fresh and lively 
and the somewhat old-fashioned ‘air 
of the film is due to the fact that, 
in addition to what now seems slow 
tempo, there is a lack of the gory 
violence to which we have become 
accustomed.

Shalom Cohen. (fia’olam Hazeh}, 
Mr. Hillel said that the police would 
wield all their authority and power 
to prevent ¢litizens being harmed, 
as well as the use of behaviour 
“counter to the law and the prac- 
thee of enlightened democratic s0- 
ciety.” 

Mr. Hille] had been asked about 
the posters put up on behalf of 
an organization calling itself “Stamp 
out Traitors," whith had declared 
itself working against the New 
Communists, Ha‘olam Hazeh. and 
the two leftist peace groups, Siah 
and Matzpen. 

No assaults had been reported in 
Jerusalem on the part of -anybody 
belonging to the organization, Mr. 
Hillel said. One person had been 
questioned in connection with the 
posters. A criminal investigation 
had been opened after the parent 
of one Jéerusalemite whose two sons 
belonged to Matzpen had complain- 
ea to the police about telephone 
threats that his sons would be 
beaten up and his home damaged. 


THREAT NOT ACTIONABLE 

In reply to a supplementary ques- 
tion, Mr. Hillel said that a threat 
sent to Ha'olam Hazeh MK. 
Uri Avneri had been so worded 
that the police had not considered 
it as actionable. 

The “Stamp out Traitors” mem- 
bership are mostly college students, 
and most of their activity takes 
place on the campuses, the Police 
Minister said.

Lag in citrus research

TEL AVIV. — “Not only Italy and 
Spain, but also Morocco, Tunisia and 
Algeria, are outstripping Israel in 
developing new types of citrus.” This 
was stated by Mr. Reuven MDand, 
Managing Director of Tnuva Export, 
at ἃ press conference yesterday de- 
voted to summing up the successes 
of the present citrus season and 
discussing the future. 


Mr. παπᾶ called for drastic “Gov- 
ernment steps to step-up iocal re- 
search in citrus.” Such research 
should include development of 
frult which ripens especially early 
or later, New species. or sub-species, 
should also be developed. 

“One such specie has already been 
developed in Israel,” he said. It was 

a “delicious cross between a clemen- 
tine and ἃ mendarine. The only 
problem is that the country has only 
two trees of the variety.” 

As for tapping new markets, he 
believed the chances of increasing 


exports to Canada, as well as to 
the U.S., were good. Another market 
which had great potentials, if hand- 
led right, was East Europe. 

as for this year, an estimated 
49.4 million crates of all types of 
citrus would be exported, as com- 
pared with 45.1m, last year and 
37.9m. in 1968/69, (Touva Export Is 
responsible for roughly 40 per cent 
of the total.) Furthermore, prices 
were better this year, bringing in 
$86.7m. which gave local farmers 
an income of IL348.9m. (At the 
official exchange rate of IL4.02 for 
the dolar.) This year, the income 


would be an estimated $£15m. and p: 


anes the rate was now 114.58 2 
ollar, the income in pounds would 
be IL527m. 

“This is an increase of about 50 
per cent,” he said.

Mayor Teddy Kollek told The 
Post yesterday that the decision to 
drop the Sur'Baher site came after 
experts said that, eince the football 
stadium planned for the site would 
be overlooked from the surrounding 
slopes, it wes unlikely that many 
People would bother paying the 
Price of admission to the stadium 
‘itself. 

The Shuafat site is on a plateau 
immediately north of Ramat Esh- 
kol. The area 15 part of the 12,000- 
dunam tract expropriated by the 
Government last September, most 
of it for housing punposes.

to be granted 13.5% rise

TEL AVIV. —- The Finance Mi- 
nistry has promised the Hiustadrut 
that old-age pensions paid by the 
National Insurance Institute to 
90,000 recipients will be raised by 
13.5 per cent. This was reported 
to the press yesterday by Mr. Ye: 
ruham Meshel, Deputy Histadrut 
Secretary-General and chelrman of 
its Social Security Centre, and its 
mutual aid department head Aha- 
ron Ephrat. They noted that this 
meant that only 45 per cent of 
200,000 pensioners would benefit. 
In addition they would recelve so- 
cial welfare payments. 

The monthly pension today am- 
ounts to 11.82.8 for a siugle person 
and 1323.7 for a couple, plus so- 
cial welfare payment of ILS6 per 
single person and IL62 for a couple. 

They also reported on an agree 
ment with the Treasury cancelling 
deductions from the National In- 
surance pensions to those persons 
insured also under trade union pen- 
Bion saving funds and enjoying 
budgetary pensions as former pub- 
lic officials. They noted that it had 
been customary for the past 17 
years since the National Insurance 
Institute was formed to deduct, 
TL38 a month from single peusion- 
ers and IL57 from married ones, 
‘These amounts were deducted from 
45.000 pensioners. 

The spokesmen noted that an in-~ 
quiry had shown that these per- 
βύπθ did not enjoy much of azn In-~ 
come — 19 per cent had vnly τυ 100 
a month, 21 per cent up to 1200, 
24 ner cent to IL300 and only 36 
per cent received over 1300.

Mapam Minister says Rogers

Jerusalem Pyst Diplomatic Correspondent 


The view that Mr. Rogers’ visit 
to Israel last week had made a 
“positive” contribution to efforts 
aimed at breaking the Arab-Israel 
deadlock, was expressed by Ab- 
sorption Minister Natan Peled at 
a discussion with members of The 
Jerusalem Post editorial staff yes- 
terday. 

A representative of the left-wing 
Mapam party in the Cabinet, Mr. 
Peled said that, in the short run, 
the talks held between the U.8. 
Secretary of State and leading Is- 
rael Ministers had given a parti- 
eularly significant boost to pros- 
pects for an indefinite extension 
of the current cease-fire, under an 
agreement for the reopening of 
the Suez Canal. The congenial at- 
mosphere which had prevailed dur- 
ing the second day of the talks, 
Mr. Peled added, could not but 
produce some tangible results. 

This should help the Egyptian 
leader free himself from the incu~ 
bus of cease-fire deadlines to jus-~ 
tify his failure to resume the war 
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All STATE MEDALS are identifi- 
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‘positive’ 
against Israel, the Minister said. 
Mr. Peled detected a considerable 
measure of American “understand- 
ing" for the Israel viewpoint ‘on 
termination of the fighting, as well 
as on the need to assure no cross- 
ing of the Canal by Egyptian or 
other troops. ἥ 

He was satisfied that relations 
between Jerusalem and Washing- 
ton had been smoothed as a resylt 
of what the Americans themselves 
had termed a show of flexibility 
on the part of the Israelis. 

Mr. Peled thought the adplom- 

atic “mobility” generated in the 
AmericapIsrae] talks last week 
could have long-term effects, And 
if the Egyptians were to normal- 
ize aivilian life on the western 
bank, in conjunction with the re- 
opening of ‘the Canal, this in it- 
self would provide some, though 
not fool-proof guarantee against 
resumption of the war.
